feet square and eight feet high, 
states ‘the Dominiou Department ot 
Agriculture pamphiet, “Simple Me- 
thods for the Storage of Ice,” wis 
hold enough ice to provide 50 pounds 
per day for 130 daya, after allow- 
ing for a reasonable amount of 
wastage.
